Efficiency Man’s Speech 
Stirs Storm of Denials. 


- Js L Jacobs, the county boards ef: 
ficiency expert, yesterday declared that 
a large proportiof of county employés 
are loafers and bums. He made the 
charge at a meeting of the finance 
committee, where department heads 
were present to petition for more help 

and more money. 
' Mr. Jacobs drew a word picture of 


the county building as a spacious club}, 


with a leisurely atmosphere. The fra- 
grant odor of intoxicating liquor could 
be detected in many departments, 


he said. He added that a few veteran | L—. 


employés in each office did most of 
the work while many of the political 
appointees did nothing more than =aep 
chair seats polished. 

Demands Post Be Abolished. 

The expert’s speech created some- 
thing of an uproar at the meeting 
and much indignation throughout the 
building. An immediate backfire was 
a proposal from Commissioner Joseph 
P. Carolag that too much power was 
vested in Jacobs as the county's only 
efficiency man. He declared that the 
post should be abolished and replaced 
by an efficiency commission composed 
of three well-known business men to 
be appointed by the county board. 

Mr. Jacobs’ first outburst came when 
James W. Ryan, chief deputy county 
clerk, told the committee that the 
$5,000 payroll awarded his department 
for January had been spent and that 
he needed $2,300 more. He got it but 
only after the efficiency expert had 
exploded: 4 

“I wish this committee would take 
a trip through the county building 
with me.
